2. US LAW AUTHORIZES THE ENROLLMENT IN THE NAVAL ACADEMY 

OF NOT MORE THAN TWENTY MIDSHIPMEN FROM THE AMERICAN REPUB- 
LICS AT ONE TIME. IT FURTHER PROVIDES THAT NO MORE THAN 
THREE MIDSHIPMEN SHALL BE FROM THE SAME NATION. IN 
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ADDITION TO THOSE TWENTY MIDSHIPMEN AUTHORIZED FROM THE 
AMERICAN REPUBLICS. THE LAW AUTHORIZES THE REPUBLIC OF THE 
PHILIPPINES TO HAVE A MAXIMUM OF FOUR MIDSHIPMEN AT THE 
NAVAL ACADEMY AT ONE TIME. 

3. THE NAVAL ACADEMY INFORMS THE DEPARTMENT THAT AT THE 
PRESENT TIME, THERE ARE TWENTY MIDSHIPMEN FROM THE AMERICAN 
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REPUBLICS IN ATTENDANCE AT THE ACADEMY. FIVE ARE SCHEDULED 
TO GRADUATE IN 1979. AS A RESULT. THERE WILL BE FIVE
